Teaching of Catholic Church 
Concerning Divine Revelation 


‘By the Rev. Bernard X. O'Reilly. 
| HE controversy which has 
been waging for some 
time between certain 
ministers of the Gospel 
and certain scientists 
concerning evolution has 
brought out some 
strange notions concern- 
ing Revelation. It is 
quite evident that many of these 
ministers do not understand what 
constitutes Revelation, nor do they 
appreciate that it is necessary for 
man. The question of Divine Revel- 
ation is not merely an academic one 
but it is.one that comes closely home 
to-each of us, having a direct bearing 
om our personal and daily lives. It is 
Impossible for us to understand our 
relations with God unless we have a 
imge conception of Divine Revelation. 
In a general way Revelation may 


be defined as the communication of | 
tome truth by God to a rational | 
reature through méans which are, 


not in the ordinary course of nature. 
While the truths revealed may be 
mysterious, things that the human 


mind cannot fully ‘penetrate, Revela-| 


tion is not confined to these. It may 


be that God reveals truths which 
might be discovered by an unaided 
reason. The essence of Revelation is 
found in the direct speech of God to 
man. It does not necessarily mean 
that God speaks by His own mouth 
but He may use an intermediate, such 
as.a prophet or teacher, to whom God 
personally delivers the message. It 
is easy to understand that the Ration- 
alist and the Agnostic should deny 
the possibility of Divine Revelation. 
They urge that the miraculous is im- 
possible and that Revelation supposes 
a miraculous intervention on the part. 
of God. Again they appeal that they 
will accept only those truths that can 
be obtained through reason. Admit- 
ting the existence of a Personal God, 
it is hard to see how one ¢an deny 
the physical possibility of Revelation.

FATHER 8. It ia wrong. Christ did not write a word of 
he Bible, nor did He order His apostles to write; and as a matter 
of fact, only six of the twelve did write. Because most of the New 
Testament was written by apostles, it is inspired, or in other 
words, it is as reliable as if God Himself wrote it, but it was never 
intended that the nations should be taught and led to salvation by 
it. I do not want you to get the impression many people have, 
namely, that the Catholic Church makes little of the Bible. I sup- 
pose you have heard this, have you not? 

MR. J. Yes, Father, I have heard that Catholics are not 
even allowed to read the Bible, 

FATHER 8. I have heard worse than that; I have heard 
that we priests burn Bibles. Any student of history should know 
that the Catholic Church gave the Bible to the world; that only on 
her authority the world knows that this book contains inspired 
writing; that her most learned sons in the early ages of Chria- 
tianity spent their lives copying by hand the whole Bible and

Two non-Catholics were mar- 
ried and divorced; one desires 
to become a Catholic.
